state or municipal bonds of Germany." 


"Farmers of the country- must ,le- 


pend on the regular agencies to get 
money to handle their crops. 
I trust 


this will result in a gradual and order- 
ly'withdrawal of the situation in which 
WP now find ourselves."

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NOTHING XEW 


The quotation which follows should 


be read with interest by those who are 
interested in the foreign affairs of the 
United States government at this time: 


I believ« that we should accept the league of 


nations as-modified and safeguarded by existing 
Lodge reservations—reservations that American- 
ize it and,safeguard our traditional policies, res- 
ervations which leave America absolutely free 
and uatrammeled to foSlow the will of her own 
people in an questions of foreign and domestic 
policy. 
I, of course, at all times favor getting the 


views of the people of the country where it is 
practicable. However, in view of the fact that 
the people Have clearly indicated—as I *see it— 
that they are in favor of the Treaty if our tra- 
ditional policies, interests, and freedom of action 
are fully safeguarded, it seems unnecessary to 
deJay this most importaiu question for a general 
ejection in wfajeh their views could hardly be 
more decisrvelystexpressed than they have already 
been.Tnese are* words which might have 
been spoken: in the United States sen- 
ate any time*«dTiring the last year, they 
might have been uttered only last 
night^t some*«campaign_meeting. They 
are decidedlylfamiliar. 


But the fact] is they were spoken as 


long ago as April 28,1796, in the house 
of representatives by Fisher Ames of 
Massachusetts,^ prominent statesman 
of his pericxLand a friend of Washing- 
ton. 


At that time^there was a consider- 


able movement tafoot tcrnulify the trea- 
ty with EnglancLand Fisher Ames was 
foremost among'those who demanded 
that it remain intact 


History not only repeats, but. at 


times, may be heard using its old 
speeches over, almost word for word; 
voicing old fears and trembling for 
the safety of the republic with the 
same old shivers; freshening and dust- 
ing off old arguments and serving them 
as new. 


Ecclesiastes asks: "Is there anything 


u-hcreof it may be said. See. this is 
new? It hath been already of old time, 
which was.before us * * * There is no 
new thing'under the sun." 


WOOD MET THE ISSUE 


Before the'Chicago convention was 


held General Leonard Wood was the 
leading Republican candidate for pres- 
ident He was the candidate which all 
of the others were arrayed against, be- 
cause of his recognized strength. It 
was the field against Wood. Had it 
not been for the disclosures concern- 
ing the use of money in the primary 
campaign, it is not improbable that 
Wood would have been nominated and 
would today head 
the Republican 


ticket for president. Last spring Sen- 
ator William E. Borah, one of the ir- 
reconcilable opponents.of the league 
of nations, asked General Wood for 
his views on the league of nations and 
the peace treaty. The same question 
was put to all of the other candidates, 
some of whom evaded it. General 
Wood, however, met the issue square- 
ly, and here is his answer: 


The question before us seems at last to re- 


solve itself to this: Shall we break the treaty'' 
The treaty is bad, fatally bad. is the cry. It 
sacrifices the interest, the honor, the indepen- 
dence of the United Stales, and the faith of our 
engagements to France. If we listen to th^ clam- 
or of party intemperance, the evils of a number 
not to be counted,_ and 
of a nature not to l^o 


borne, even in idea. The language of passion and 
exaggeration may silence that of sobf-r reason 
in other places; it baf. not done it here. 
The 


question h^rc is, whether the treaty be r^aliy 
so fatal as 10 oblige the nation to break us faith. 


Here we have striking evidence of 


the definite position which the Repub- 
lican party at that time had taken on 
the treaty and the league of nations. 
General Wood, being a fighter, was 
willing to maintain that position in the 
face of the threatened Borah-Johnson 
revolt, and had he been nominated 
there is little doubt he would have ad- 
hered to this position throughout the 
campaign. The whole Republican or- 
ganization from top to bottom, its for- 
mer president, candidates for the presi- 
dency, its great statesmen, the Repub- 
lican senate, were all united upon rati- 
fication of the peace treaty with the 


league of nations covenant modified by 
the Lodge reservations. Senator Hor- 
ding repudiates this entire 'program. 
He turns his back upon it all, for the 
evident purpose of placating the Bo- 
rah-Johnson irreconcilablcs. Because 
of this attempt to straddle the issue and 
to enlist the support of hopelessly di- 
vided elements of the party, Mr. Har- 
ding is without, as he admits, any con- 
structive ideas on the subject of the 
league of nations, although the whole 
world awaits America's decision and 
the consequences of its action are of 
more importance to civilization than 
the act of any nation in history. 


NO CANADIAN 
MINISTER 


There will be no Canadian minister 


plenipotentiary at Washington in the 
near future. This much has been de- 
cided by the recent visit of Sir Auck- 
land Geddes to the Dominion. 
Sir 


Auckland will continue to represent 
Canada along with other British pos- 
sessions at the American capital. 


The reason back of this reversal of 


Canadian plans is the British belief 
that if Canada were permitted a spe- 
cial representative Australia and South 
Africa would ask for similar represen- 
tation not only at Washington but in 
other capitals. Also, it is held that 
granting Canada a minister at Wash- 
ington. would pave the way for the 
Dominion to ask for representation 
elsewhere. 


British ambassadors will represent 


British and colonial affairs in foreign 
countries, and they will not be divided 
among several colonial ministers. This 
cannot be a very satisfactory termin- 
ation of the matter to the Canadian 
people, for they had counted their gain 
in various ways from the new rela- 
tionship they were about to enter upon 
with the United States. Undoubtedly 
this relationship would have been to 
Canada's advantage, for it is inevitable 
that colonial interests often arc sacri- 
ficed or slighted in the larger necessi- 
ties of British diplomacy. 


The incident will not however, halt 


the unmistakably growing aspirations 
of Canada for a larger measure of in- 
dependence; on the contrary, it is like- 
Iv to stimulate it

SOVIET DESPOTISM 
NEARING 


THE END 


Russia is facing the fourth winter of 


starvation since the Bolshcviki began 
their disastrous experiment in materi- 
alistic autocracy. The law of economic 
productivity, the law of cause and ef- 
fect, the law of all men's longing for 
freedom and opportunity, has each in 
turn been ordered by the soviet vision- 
aries to cease operating. For a time 
appearance was deceitful and the Rus- 
sian people seemed to believe that Le- 
ninc and Trotzky had discovered how 
to outwit God and nature. 


But the relentless' consequences of 


mankind's ever returning efforts to 
substitute magic charms for solid work 
are at last making themselves known 
to the Russian people. Three winters 
of starvation have passed and the writ- 
ten rules, the printed formulas, the 
doctrine of words instead of work, are 
proving unable to hold in check a 
fourth winter of the same terrible pov- 
erty. 


Either Leninc and Trotzky must 


change their methods of government 
or they will be cast out. Even warfare, 
which has been their chief means of 
maintaining the solidarity of their fol- 
lowers, is going against them, and in 
the end economic distress is certain to 
complete their undoing. They would 
have gone before this but Russia has 
been weakened almost to exhaustion 
by the rule of the Soviets. Probably it 
is now too late for them to save them- 
selves, however much they may bow 
to the coming storm, but whether they 
survive or not the soviet system of des-' 
potism is doomed to early collapse. 
With its fall in Russia, embryonic ten- 
dencies in this direction in other plac- 
es will -die, in fact they have about 
spent themselves alreadv. 


FRIEND OF THE AGED 


Says the medical bible (Osier's "Practice of Medi- 


cine"): "Pneumonia may well be called the friend 
of the aged. Taken off by it in an acute, short, not 
often painful illness, the old man escapes those 'cold 
gradations of decay1 so distressing to himself and 
to his friends." 
Yes, it might even be called the 


unknown friend of the aged, for in many instances 
when death is ascribed to "old age" the actual cause 
of death is unrecognized pneumonia. To say that 
any one died of "old age" is merely to express ig- 
norance of the actual cause of death, for of course 
old age is never fatal. 


A peculiarity of pneumonia in the aged and in 


persons enfeebled is its latency. It is likely to set 
in without that preliminary chill which ordinarily 
marks the onset of lung fever. The cough is not 
so noticeable as in lung fever (pneumonia) in a vig- 
orous or younger person. There is little or no ex- 
pectoration. 
There is perhaps no pain complained 


of. Hence the unusual prostration of the patient 
is not suggestive of pneumonia. The family and 
friends merely notice that the victim seems inclined 
to remain in bed or chair and doze away the hours 
in an unusual degree, and perhaps only an intimate 
observes the increasing physical weakness or pros- 
tration. Delirium or wandering of the mind is a 
common occurrence, although this, too, may be evi- 
dent only to an Intimate. 


Only by examination of the chest can the physi- 


cian recogniz^ pneumonia in such a case. The ther- 
mometer may show some elevation of temperature, 
but that does not signify pneumonia. In many in- 
stances the patient "sleeps away" after a day or 
two of what seems only a moderate prostration and 
the state of the lung is never discovered. 


Two preventive factors apply particularly to pneu- 


monia In elderly subjects. The first is fresh air. 
With advancing age it becomes increasingly difficult 
for many individuals to keep comfortably 
warm 


without coddling, owing to a slowing down of met- 
abolism or the combustion process of 
life. 
This 


must be opposed by the constitutional habit. There 
is nothing so good for the elderly man or woman as 
a daily constitutional and the weather be damned. 
Such a habit bolsters up the natural resistance to 
pneumonia and allied ills more than any other pre- 
caution. The other preventive factor is mouth hy- 
giene. The teeth and gums should be kept in the 
best possible condition by good dentistry and mouth 
cleanliness. As an antiseptic mouthwash for daily 
and habitual use there is nothing more efficient than 
plain soap and water, or a solution of as much boric 
acid as a pint of boiled water will dissolve. 
The 


aim of these precautions is to prevent the growth 
of the pneumococcus {pneumonia germ) 
in 
the 


mouth.

ANSWER—Neither blue cohosh (Caulophyllum) 


nor any other internal or external remedy will pro- 
duce such a result. This is just one of the count- 
less superstitions which surround the whole sub- 
ject of reproduction, owing to tho conspiracy of si- 
lence and the ignorance of the people. Regular 
daily outdoor walks and the physician's guidance 
are the best means Of insuring normal delivery. 


Fruit Seeds Do No Harm 


A lady told me this morning that fruit seeds are 


generally the cause of appendicitis. I love grapes 
and raisins and always swallow the seeds. Is it dan- 
gerous? (L. A.) 


ANSWER—No. It is all right, rather beneficial 


to swallow the seeds of such fruits.

person with an arrested case of tuberculosis to play 
any musical instrument that requi|-es the use of 
the lungs.

ANSWER—Probably not, if he can take any ex- 


ercise at all. 


Valvular Trouble 


I hare valvular heart trouble-. Should I take any 


exercise? One physician advised against it last year, 
but another says it would be helpful. (Mrs. A. L. E ) 


ANSWER—Probably both were right. Last year 


the state of your heart muscle called for rest; since 
then you havo gained better compensation — im- 
proved capacity of the heart muscle—and now per- 
haps a certain amount of exercise would benefit 
you. 
It is up to your physician to proscribe what 


exercise and how much you should take. The ques- 
tion of rest or exercise must be answered for each 
individual case and at the present time, just as the 
question of rnedieinp in such cases is individual.

Washington, I). C.—Five times in 


the history of the United States has 
the Vice President been called upon 
to assume 
the office of President. 


Each time the 
"President by acci- 


dent" has endeavored to obtain elec- 
tion to the highest office in his own 
right. John Tyler, elected Vice Presi- 
dent as a Whig-, broke with his party 
and attempted to get the Democratic 
nomination. Millard Fillmore fought 
hard for the 
Whig nomination 
in 


1S52. 
Andrew Johnson, elected with 


Lincoln on the Union ticket in 1864, 
tt-.'is an avowed candidate for the reg- 
ular Democratic nomination in 1868. 
Chester A. Arthur used all the force 
of the administration to bring about 
has nomination in 1SS4, but was de- 
feated by Blaine's great popularity. 


These were the precedents which 


men called to mind when Theodore 
Roosevelt bcame President of the 
United States upon the death of Wil- 
liam McKinley. 
If there was any- 


thing in the world which Theodore 
Roosevelt 
did not respect it was a 


precedent. 
From the beginning it 


was his purpose to break the bonds 
of the vice-presidential hoodoo. No 
less a captain than Senator Hanna 
began to plot for the defeat of Roos- 
velt in the • Republican Convention 
of, 1904. 
The old line Republican 


leaders 
feared Roosevelt and they 


hoped to stop his program. But Mr. 
Hanna died, and the anti-Roosevelt 
politicans 
could find no leader -will- 


ing to be sacrificed. "Teddy" was 
popular all over the country, the na- 
tion was more prosperous than over 
before in its history and everybody 
was saying- "Let -well enough alone." 


So it oame about that the Repub- 


lican Convention which met in Chi- 
cago was the most harmonious na- 
tional convention ever held by that 
party. The nomination of Mr. Roose- 
velt was assured, and everybody had 
agreed on Mr. Fairbanks for second 
place beforp the convention was well 
organized. It was the only Repub- 
lican National Convention in which 
not one single question was contested 
on the floor. The national committee 
had promised to give Chicago a three- 
day convention, and it was only to 
fullfil that promise that the conven- 
tion lasted more than two days. 


Democratic Disagreements 


Snch harmony was not the portion 


of the poor Democrats. While Mr. 
Bryan still held a groat personal fol- 
lowing among- the voters of his party, 
the politicians looked upon him as a 
sure loser. He was not a candidate 
for the nomination, nor would he es- 
pouse the cause of any other candi- 
date. 
He did, however, insist that 


the 
nominee 
should not be tak°n 


from that faction of the pnrty which 
had been out of accord with the ma- 
jority of Democrats since the Cleve- 
land days. 


Alton B. Parker had been elected 


rhipf judge of the Court of Appeals 
of N'ew York State by a great maior- 
ity in the very year after McKinley 
had swept the state. A man of abil- 
ity, -with a good record on the bench 
and in politics, the politicians looked 
to him 
&s> a Democratic Moses. Sen- 


timent did not crystallize on Parker. 
however, until the southern and west- 
ern leaders saw that it wns necessary 
to agree upon some one candidate to 
head off the stampede for William 
Randolph Tlenrst. 
Mr Hearst was 


making an earnest campaign for the 
nomination, and was spending money 
and spilling 
printers' ink without 


stint. A coterie of New York Demo- 
crats of great wealth, headed by Au- 
gust 
Belmont. backed 
the Parker 


boom with plenty of money. 


When thp convention met nt St. 


Louis it was practically certain that 
Parker would be nominated, but it 
wa.s also certain that there would be 
a great fig-ht on the platform. In the 
Committee on Resolution tho radicals 
and the conservatives onrp more met 
in pitched battle. Mr. Rryan nnd ex- 
Senator David Bennett Hill were the, 
generals of the opposing forces After 
a long drawn out fight it was agreed 
that the platform should be silent on 
the' question of the gold standard A 
tariff plank prepared by Mr. Bryan 
was inserted. Thp committee was un- 
animous on the report.

Peace was patch- 
ed up among the leaders and it was 
agreed to send a telegram to Judge 
Parker saying that the convention did 
not regard the money question as an 
issue in the campaign, and that his 
views did not preclude his taking the 
nomination on the platform already 
adopted. 


Mr. Bryan led the 
fight against 


sending

Williams telegram to 


Judge Parker. He rose from a sick 
bed, 
eluded his nurse in the wee sma' 


hours of the morning. His Voice was 
husky and his face was ashen, but he 
fought to the last. He was voted 
down, as he had been on every test in 
the whole convention. But the thun- 
ders of applause from the galleries 
which greeted his every utterance, 
the fact that no one but Bryan could

Democrats Fell Flat 


Never was a campaigm such a com- 


plete failure as the Democratic can- 
vass of 1904. Tet the result for a time

to be in doubt. 
So many 


newspapers 
supported 
Parker and 


there was such an anti-Roosevelt out- 
cry from the ultra-conservatives that 
the issue seemed to be very doubtful. 
Toward the end of the campaign, how- 
ever, the Roosevelt enthusiasm reach- 
ed white heat and the Parker follow- 
ing grew colder and colder. 


Judge Parker at the very close of 


the 
canvass 
took up the charges 


which were being made against the 
Republicans by newspapers and em- 
bodied them in a speech which cre- 
ated a great sensation. He charged 
that George 
B. Cortelyou, as Secre- 


tary of Commerce aqd Labor, had ob- 
tained 
possession 
of 
information 


concerning the conduct of great busi- 
ness concerns; and that the same Cor- 
telyou. as Chairman of the National 
Republican 
Committee, 
was 
using 


this information to extort money from 
the big business men to use in the 
campaign. 


To that charge President Roosevelt 


replied in one of the most remarkable 
political utterances ever 
delivered. 


He said it was a lie, to begin with, and 
he warmed up to the subject as he 
went along. 
Mr. 
Roosevelt's reply 


was made against the wishes and in 
ppite of the appeals of nearly every 
one of the Republican • leaders. 
Tet 


when Judge Parker was unable to 
come back with the absolute proof of 
his assertions 
the Roosevelt denial 


sent the whole country wild with en- 
thusiasm and the Parker hopes died 
dead. 


The result was an 
overwhelming 


victory for Roosevelt, who was elect- 
ed by the greatest popular majority 
ever given to any 
President. His 


plurality was over two and a half 
millions, more than the total vote for 
Lincoln in 1864. McKinley, four years 
before, had received a popular plur- 
ality of about 850,000. Roosevelt re- 
ceived only 400,000 more votes than 
MrKinley, yot his plurality was a 
million and a half greater. 
Judge 


Parker received a little over five mil- 
lion votes, a falling off of over a mil- 
lion 
and a 
quarter from the vote 


cast for Bryan in 1900. The socialists 
made great gains, polling a ha.lf mil- 
lion votes. The total vote cast in the 
whole county was nearly half a mil- 
lion less than in 1900. All of which 
goes to prove that nobody can tell 
what 
will happen in a presidential 


campaign until after it has already 
happened.
